PARIS, April 6.—{By the Associatéd 
press.]—A car containing mail from 
Pagland destined for Italy, was broken 
jnto last night between Paris and La- 
roche and thirty bags of English mail 
matter were stolen, it was leased to- 


day. 

The car formed a part of a special 
Mediterranean mail train of-eight mail 
and two first class coaches leaving the 
Lyons station here at 1 o'clock.

The 
pags stolen were made up and sealed 


in England. 
e French police are not yet aware 
of the contents of the bags, but are 
working on two theories.

George will leave for Genoa Friday 
full of hope for succéss in reducing 
armaments, restoring trade and re- 
stabilizing the solvency of Europe. In 
spite of the French declaration that 
they will not permit discussiog of any 
political questions he believes —-the 
French delegates will take a liberal 
view of what is political and what is 
merely economic. 

This information was given me to- 
day by the man .closest to the prime 
minister and who will be his right 
hand man at Genoa. It came just 
after commons had again voted confi- 
dence in the Lloyd George government. 

The British prime minister believes 
the problem of disarmament is one 


which must. be tackled. . immediately 
and which has far reaching economic 


complications, The little entente is 
afraid of Hungary and therefore these 
states insist on maintaining big arma- 
ments. The states on the Russian bor- 
der support large armies through fear 
of Russian aggression. By eliminating 
these two causes of fear, Europe will 
be relieved of a tremendous burden of 
unproductive soldiery. 
British Oppose Napoleonism. 

Mr. Lloyd George will impress on the 
members of the conference, and espe- 
clally on the French, that British pub- 
lic opinion demands a liberal foreign 
policy and will not stand for continual 
militarism, or Napoleonism. 

He holds“a similar view regarding 
Russia. His information from Russia 
leads him to believe the Russian gov- 
ernment will be reasonable and will 
give all the guarantees required. Mr. 
Lioyd George is anxious to meet Pré- 
mier Lenin face to face. 

What the prime minister will im- 
press on the Russians will be the ne- 
cessity of recognizing, which does not 
mean paying immediately, the foreign 
debts and of establishing a fair judicial 
system in which the foreigner ean get 
justice. 

Clear Genoa of Russians. 

GENOA, April 5.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.]—Genoa and its environs 
have been cleared of suspicious Rus- 
slans, who it was feared might disturb 
the coming international economic con- 
ference.

1—Build the Subway Now. 


SPECIAL INTERESTS 
AGAINST THE SUBWAY. 


The Association of Commerce hag organized 
from: varicus elements in various sections, indus- 
tries and interests an all-Chicago council to con- 
sider Chicago transportation. At a meeting at 
which a committee was appointed to study needs 
and make recommendations the subway was dis- 
cussed. | 

Various outlying improvement associations were 
represented and from some of them there were 
angry protests as soon as a loop subway was men- 
tioned and the use of the city’s subway fund pro 
posed. Men from north, west and south outlying 


- districts said they would not stand for a loop sub- 


way. 
This opposition has been encountered for many 
years in which plans for subway construction have 
been considered. It was expected to arise in the 
present instance and it will have some effect upon 
the city council. 

It is an opposition created mainly by local bust- 
ness interests in outlying districts which believe 
that the prosperity of the retail merchants of the 
various sectians will be hurt by an improvement 
in transportation and that the State street stores 
will gain all the benefit. 

We know the outlying merchants are wrong, 
but they think, or some of them think, otherwise. 
In the politics of their wards they probably have 
a much greater influence at present than is repre- 
sented by their numbers, They are organized or 


. can be organized. They can make a common inter- 


est much more easily than the car using popula- 
tion of the ward. Chicago must have subways. 
Consequently this opposition must be reasoned 
with. 3 

These protesting outlying merchants object to a 
subway in the loop. No comprehensive system of 


gubways which is to be any good can avoid the 


loop. The central district is the congested dis- 
trict. It is the place where traffic converges in a 
disorder which is becoming almost unmanageable. 
A great’ many of the principal currents of the 
city flow into it or through it. It is where conges- 
tion theans great loss to the citizens of Chicago. 
This is where there is waste of time and money 
and where discomfort and inconvenience are the 
greatest. The people;who suffer the most from the 
waste of time and discomfort are the workers in 
the loop. Poor transportation is worst at the rush 
hours. Workers cannot avoid the rush hours. 
Shoppers can choose their time. They can get 
the best there is out of Chicago’s poor transporta- 
tion by using it when it is under least strain. The 


continue as a city policy falls upon workers of all 
sorts in the many professions and occupations of 
the central district. 

Chicago cannot instantly put subways every- 
where they’ are needed. It could not do so if it had 
all the money needed. It must put in the begin- 
ning of a comprehensive system and work fram 
that beginning. Every ojty which has built sub- 
ways has done that. New York is constantly ex- 
tending its subways. poe 

Chicago's beginning should be into and through 
the loop because that js the heart of transportation 
and extensions naturally proceed from it. Even 
if a loop subway added nothing to the speed of 
transportation it would be required to remove eur- 
face congestion. Surface congestion is hurting 
the city industrially because it is adding millions 
of dollars annually to the cost of vehicular move- 

There is at stake the economic development of 
the city, the comfort and time and money of car 
users, the time and money of vehicle users, the 


sition of outlying regions lays down as a policy 
that transportation shall be retarded to promote 
sectional interests. The policy would be wrong 
even for the sectional retail interests.

A JOB FOR GOOD UNION MEN. 

Secretary Hoover, gpeaking before the National 
Construction congress at the Drake hotel, declared 
that unless there is a thorough housecleaning in 
the building trades and the employers’ and manu- 
facturers’ associations, government regulation of 
the industry will result. Certain practices of a 
minority in the industry, he said, are unendurable. 

Mr. Hoover’s statement is a solemn warning. He 
sees the errors which handicap building construc- 
tion throughout the country. He does not put the 


upon employers’ organizations as such, but upon 
a powerful and unscrupulous minority in both 
organizations which is using its influence for 
coercion and graft, with consequent restraint of 
needed construction. 

Union labor is of value to the workingman, to 
the employer, and to society. But the abuse of 
union labor through the machinations of unscrup- 
ulous leaders who limit production, blackmail 
capital and employers, and make pawns of the 
workers in a crooked game, is gerous alike 
to the public and to the unions. In the same 
way, employers’ organizations may be valuable, but 
the, abuse of their power by those who plot to 
limit production and suppress competition is equal- 
ly dangerous to the public and the honest business 
man involved. Mr. Hoover’s warning, therefore, is 
well spoken. 

A union in Chicago, for instance, may be so 
dominated by ex-convicts, sluggers, and gunmen 
that the honest mechanics who compose the ma- 
jority of -its membership are afraid to oppose its 
crooked leaders. The leaders may threaten a con- 
tractor with a strike and extort blackmail, thus 
adding greatly to the cost of building without 
giving the workmen anything in proportion. The 
crooks have political pull, and in event of indict- 
ment may be able to exert influences which will 
acquit them of legal penalties. If the courts are 
helpless to clean up such a situation, it is logical 
It could 
clean up without fear or favor. The result would 
be disastrous to the organization. 

The same reasoning applies to organizations of 
employers or supply dealers who restrain building 
by agreement with union leaders to use only cer- 
tain supplies, or to call strikes which will put 
honest competitors out of business. The govern- 
ment can, and, if forced by the inefficiency of local 
corrective mediums, will clean them up. The result 
again would be disastrous to the organizations in- 
volved. 

It would be much better for all corfeerned if the 
honest men who constitute a majority in the 
various organizations would clean up without out- 
side intervention. Instead of demoralizing their 


organizations, that would give them new strength 
and popular respect. Instead of delaying construc- 
tion to the great disadvantage of the city, it would 
stimulate construction, It would pay the workers, 
the employers, and the dealers in greatly increased 
business much more than they could earn under 
the restrictions which crooked leaders are anxious 
to promote.

BRITAIN’S OIL BUSINESS. 


The British appropriation of $4,000,000, voted to 
support the activities of the Anglo-Persian Oil com- 
pany against American oil interests, reopens an 
international economic problem of great impor. 
tance to this country. Like most of the world’s 
present economic problems, it goes back to the war 
and to the Versailles treaty, and, like most out- 
growths of that treaty, it does not tend to inter- 
national peace and amity. 

Americans will be likely to ask how it is that 
Great Britain, while still unable to pay us interest 
or principal on her War obligations, can spend 
$4,000,000 to extend: British advantages gained 
through the war. The “how” makes little differ- 
ence, The important thing is that it is done. 

Under the mandate clauses of the treaty, to 
which the United States has never subscribed, Brit- 


of Asia Minor, including vast oi] resources. Al- 
though the mandate is designed to be political, it 
thereby is made commercial. American interests 
are barred from development of these resources, 
and what amounts to a British monopolyis now 
further strengthened by a British government 
grant of $4,000,000 The financial advantage of 
such an arrangement to Great Britain is proved by 
the fact that in 1920 and 1921 the company declared 
dividends of 20 per cent.

}clear that we must find new sources of potential 


supply. If we are kept out of the near eastern 
fields by the operation of a mandate to which we 
have never subscribed our future is seriously handi- 
capped. And Britain’s prospects are correspond- 
ingly improved. 

In such circumstances the United States govern- 
ment is justified in its recent action of repeating 
with new emphasis the notes demanding equal 
opportunity for our nationals in mandated territory 
which were started on the oil issue by Secretary 
Hughes some months ago. It is not only our right 
but our duty to obtain such equal opportunity. 
It is not a fight for “big business” or for the 
Standard Oil company, but a fight for the neces- 
sities of our future commercial prosperity and our 
national safety.

“Real Picture of Poland.” 


“The real picture of Poland should 
contain a multitude of accomplish- 
ments lost sight of in the outside world. 
We are distressed but not discouraged 
over the state of our valuta, but we 
are proud of the surplus food crop our 
farmers havo raised—a crop which al- 
lows us three-quarters of a million tons 
for export and has enabled us to heir 
feed our neighbors. 

“We are proud of our child labor 
laws which we have put through the 
diet, of the new school building pro- 
gram we inaugurated, of the function- 
ing of our railroads, that Polish labor 
in the Dombwowa coal field is close to 
the pre-war efficiency, and that in the 
textile mills we are showing in séme 
cases an actual excess over pre-war 


“We are also well pleased over the 
trade treaties with our neighbors, with 
the trade relations being. opened 
through Germany, and financially,” the 
minister said, with a little twinkle in 
his eyes, “ that our reparation problems 
are chiefly concerned with securing 
reparations from other nations. Pay- 
ments to a considerable amount have 
already been made by Germany, and 
from Russia we have received large 
payments in gold and precious objects, 
as well as the reparation of a part of 
the historical treasures taken from Po- 
land at the beginning of the war.” 


End of Europe. | 
Late that evening as I stood waiting 
in the Warsaw station for the train to 
take me to Paris and America one of 
the farewell yroup, an expert Polish 
industrialist, expressed the hope that 
I would tell my American business 
friends that ‘“‘consuming, producing 
Europe did not end at Berlin’ and that 
* Moscow was not the first station out- 
side Germany. You might tell them,” 
he said, “that they cannot reach the 
trading territory of Russia without 
traveling through our country.” ll 
This ambition for American good will 
and understanding and sincere, full 
sized investigations of Polish life ‘and 
business by American business men is 
not confined to cabinet officials and 
trade experts. During my last twenty: 
four hours in Poland, three weeks ago 
today, I was approached on all sides by 
workmen, farmers, shopkeepers, mer- 
chants and heads of labor bodies, all 
expressing the hope, through THE CHI- 
cAGO TRIBUNE, I might make the facts 
known.

The 
sooner American business men, as a 
whole, appreciate this situation, the 
better it will be.
